Tuckahoe solar 


array to

Plans for a solar array 
at Tuckahoe Turf Farm 
will not require City Coun¬ 
cil oversight, because it is 
town-owned land, Mayor 
William Sapelli told the 
council last week. 

The mayor envisions 
a 5-megawatt array on 25 
acres somewhere on the 
periphery of the 292-acre 
former farm in Feeding 
Hills, likely in the north¬ 
western corner near Paul 
Revere Drive. The solar ar¬ 
ray would generate money 
for the town, which would 


be bid 

then be used to develop 
recreational facilities in the 
remaining portions of the 
park. 

Though the proposed 
solar site is close to Paul 
Revere Drive, Sapelli said 
it would be “pretty well 
buffered” from residential 
neighbors. 

“There are residents on 
the other side of the trees,” 
he said, but “I’ve been up 
there, and you really have 
to look hard to see.” 

Town Solicitor Stephen 
Buoniconti said solar ener¬ 
gy companies are constantly

Students help science teacher go bald for a good cause

Last Friday, Jon Elwell joined 
thousands across the country 
who went bald to show solidarity 
with cancer survivors who have 
lost their hair. 

Elwell, an Agawam resident 
and an AJHS science teacher, en¬ 
listed several seventh and eighth 
graders during the school’s first 
lunch period to help him go bald. 
They earned the honor after their 
lunch period won a competition 
among the three school lunch pe¬ 
riods to raise the most money for 


Elwell’s cause. 

Students in first lunch raised 
nearly $400 — more than half of 
the total raised through dona¬ 
tions at all lunches during three 
days. Students in the third lunch 
period donated nearly $200, while 
students in the second lunch peri¬ 
od gave just over $100. 

“I was blown away by the do¬ 
nation grand total of $685.40,” 
said Elwell. “I was so proud of 
their generosity. My goal was $300 
and they surpassed it.” 

Elwell said he was inspired to 
hold the competition after learn¬ 
ing about an organization called

Everyone loves a good fright at 
Halloween time, but who’s going to 
give it to you? Ben Clinton lives in 
Feeding Hills — but he comes un¬ 
dead every weekend at Six Flags New 
England, as a demon at Fright Fest. 

Q: What do you enjoy the most about 
scaring people? 

A: I love catching people off 
guard. I love the fun that comes 
from it, because we do this so peo¬ 
ple have a good time. I just love 
seeing people’s faces light up when 
they get scared — that surprise, 
that shock, and that’s what I think 
everyone comes here for. 

Q: What is the most challenging part of 
trying to scare someone? 

A: The way I scare people is, the 
thing I focus on is catching peo¬ 
ple off guard, which has become 
slightly easier now that everyone is 
glued to their phones. It’s made it a 
lot easier, but sometimes it’s hard¬ 
er to scare some people than oth¬ 
ers. Sometimes people will be like, 
“you’re not scary,” and I don’t that 
personally, you can’t get everybody. 

Q: Have you had any memorable, strange 
reactions from people you scare? 

A: It happens so often I’ve just 
become so used to ridiculous re¬ 
sponses from people, because 
you’re catching them in a moment 
where there’s so much unpredict¬ 
ability. People react to being scared 
a lot differently than other people. 
Wet their pants is a common thing. 
Unfortunately, the other way out 
is another common thing. It’s in¬ 
teresting seeing how people react 
when they get scared, because it’s 
not what their normally like. 

Q: What made you want to get into 
working at Six Flags and Fright Fest? 

A: I’ve gone to Six Flags since I 
was a kid. I’ve come to Fright Fest 
when I was 12, 13, 14. I wouldn’t 
be able to walk through any of the 
haunted areas because it was that 
scary for me. One day, I was like, 
“Y’know what, that might be kind 


of cool to do that.” My sister [Ash¬ 
ley] started working Fright Fest 
and she would come home with 
the grossest make-up and craziest 
outfits on, and I thought it looked 
so much fun, I need to do that. 

Q: You also do work for the park doing 
video editing. How does your time break 
down between acting and doing your 
video or human resources work? 

A: That is kind of divided up into 
days. On the weekends, I’m doing 
this. During Fright Fest, I help out 
a lot filling up fog machines, setting 
things up and making sure the ma¬ 
chines are working. During the week 
I work at HR and try to help out with 
any HR-related things I need to 
make, any marketing things I need 
to make, just help everyone out with 
their video production needs. 

Q: Do you consider yourself a scary 
person? 

A: I’ve been told that by my HR 
people that the “scary me,” when 
I’m scaring people, is the real me, 
and the not-real me is the HR side 
of me. I don’t know if they’re joking, 
but they might not be. Yes, I would 
consider myself a scary person, 
when I try. 

Q: What different roles or creatures 
have you been over the years? 

A: Over the years I’ve done just 


about everything. The bulk of my 
years with Fright Fest I’ve been an 
IGOR — Interchangeable Ghoul 
on Rotation — which means when 
there’s an empty spot, you fill that. 
I’ve been everything from aliens to 
demons to clowns to all different 
attractions. Now mainly I stick to 
the midway, where we have the De¬ 
mon District. 

Q: What’s the scariest Fright Fest district? 

A: Demon district! It even has 
district in the name. And I’m not 
saying that because I’m always 
there, but I am saying that because 
I’m always there. 

Q: Is working at Fright Fest something 
you enjoy doing just for fun or is it a job? 

A: I forget I get paid for this. I 
have to remember that I get paid. 
I’ll look in the bank and see that I 
have money and I’ll be like, “Look, I 
got paid.” I always come back to do 
Fright Fest because I love the envi¬ 
ronment, I love Halloween. I love 
that it starts so early and it’s defi¬ 
nitely been getting bigger, better 
and scarier every year.

against cancer. The organi¬ 
zation was founded in 2009 
to show solidarity with can¬ 
cer survivors who have lost 
their hair while fighting 
against their disease. 

“After hearing their ad on 
the radio, I knew I wanted to 
do something,” said Elwell. 

But instead of wearing a 
bald cap for the day, which 
was suggested, he decided 
it would have a more last¬ 
ing impression on students 
if he took it to the next level 
and shaved his head. 

As an event participant, 
Elwell could choose one 50 
cancer groups that benefit 
from his fund-raising efforts. 
He chose Crush Kids Cancer, 
an organization dedicated to 
helping children who have 
cancer. He said it helps fund 
the most promising clinical 
trials on new treatments for 
pediatric cancer. 

“As a science teacher I 
feel a connection to those 
trials — it’s like similar to 
what occurs in my class¬ 
es when we set up experi¬ 
ments,” he said. 

Elwell has taught grade 


8 science in Agawam for 
eight years. He said he also 
wanted to focus on a cause 
that will benefit the junior 
high school age group. 

However, Elwell was 
“caught off guard” by the 
number of students he talk¬ 
ed with who had direct con¬ 
nections to cancer. Many 
told him they were making a 
donation because their own 
family members had been 
diagnosed with cancer. 

“I talked to several stu¬ 
dents who have lost loved 
ones to cancer,” he said. “I 
had students share with me 
that their brother is going 
through treatment, or that 


their dad has been can¬ 
cer-free for a couple of years,” 
he said. “It was eye-opening 
to learn how many students 
have been affected by can¬ 
cer. I’ve never talked about 
cancer to students in my 
science classes, but after I 
realized how many students 
have a connection to cancer, 
I would like to teach a unit 
about it.” 

As students gathered 
around Elwell to watch, six 
students from the first lunch 
period took turns shaving 
his hair with electric clip¬ 
pers. He said they were se-

lected because of donations 
they made, for being stu¬ 
dent of the month or just for 
being “good students.” 

Some, like eighth grader 
Kiera Shannon, were a little 
hesitant at first. 

“I was nervous when I 
started to cut his hair - I 
didn’t want to hurt him 
and I didn’t want him to get 
mad at me,” said Shannon. 
“But once I got started I felt 
empowered and told my¬ 
self: This is it.” 

Alex Bernard said he 
was honored to be among 
students taking part in the 
head-shaving event. “It 
made me feel really special 
to be involved in helping 
shave Mr. Elwell’s head,” he 
said. “I was very grateful for 
that opportunity.” 

The eighth grader add¬ 
ed that because his father 


and both grandmothers 
are cancer survivors, it was 
more than just a fun event 
for him. “It gave me more of 
a sense of purpose. It was a 
cause that is special to me.” 

Shannon said benefiting 
an organization that helps 
kids with cancer was “one 
of the best causes” that El¬ 
well could have chosen for 
his fundraiser. 

“Kids shouldn’t have to 
deal with cancer,” she said. 
“I can’t imagine what it 
would be like to deal with 
that. So sad.” 

She was also very proud 
of how much money she 
and her classmates donat¬ 
ed. “It was amazing how 
much money we raised. 
Our school is so caring. The 
world is not a great place 
right now - but here, every¬ 
one feels included.”

‘drug take- 
back day’ 

A cross the country, communities 
and law enforcement are prepar¬ 
ing for annual Prescription Drug 
Take Back, sponsored by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Agency. 

Scheduled for Saturday, Oct. 27, from 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m., police departments, 
pharmacies and participating organiza¬ 
tions offer to take non-biological med¬ 
ications — and no needles — with no 
questions asked from residents. This ef¬ 
fort aims to keep the medications out of 
the hands of children, thieves or addicts 
and free from septic and sewer systems. 

Here in Agawam, however, residents 
do not have to wait until Saturday. Every 
day is drug take-back day at Agawam 
Police Headquarters, 681 Springfield 
St., Feeding Hills. The police have a per¬ 
manent prescription drug drop box in 
their main lobby, available for anyone to 
safely dispose of their unwanted pills 24 
hours a day. 

This simple effort whenever patients 
have leftover medication is vital to keep¬ 
ing children and communities safe. Par¬ 
ticularly with prescription opioids, med¬ 
ications can be an attractive target for 
thieves, and any medication used inap¬ 
propriately and without the consultation 
of a doctor can have fatal consequences. 

In order to combat medication mis¬ 
use, whether through addiction or ac¬ 
cident, citizens should consider the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• Take medication only as prescribed. 
Do not mix medications unless directed 
by a doctor, and do not take medications 
with alcohol. 

• Do not share medications — it is 
both illegal and dangerous. Medications 
prescribed to one person could have dif¬ 
ferent effects on another. 

• Store prescriptions safely — do not 
allow others access to your medications. 
Children in particular are at risk for ac¬ 
cidental overdose. Both are preventable 
through a prescription drug lockbox. 

• Dispose of medications properly 
and promptly when no longer needed. 
Do not flush unless as a last resort, as 
medications may harm the water supply. 

By being proactive and removing the 
unwanted or expired medications from 
our homes, our city can take strides in the 
battle against addiction and accidental 
overdoses. Not just one day, but every day.

Registered nurse opposes ballot Question 1 


As a registered nurse with over 40 years 
of clinical, management and teaching ex¬ 
perience, I oppose ballot Question 1.

My first three priorities would 
be to help the staff maintain the high level 
of customer service; protect the property 
rights of the residents by working closely 
with the legal community on the education¬ 
al programs; and to create programs that 
share the rich resources of the Registry with 
the towns and cities throughout the county. 

The staff will be facing a difficult tran¬ 
sition with new leadership and the imple¬ 
mentation of a new software program. An 
experienced manager will have to work 
closely with the staff and the stakeholders 
to assure the new software will support 
the needs of the residents. 

The use of multi-jurisdictional closings 
and blockchain transactions require new 
educational programs to help residents 
protect their deeds from errors and fraud¬ 
ulent transactions. 

The Registry is rich in data and reve¬ 
nue. I will create programs that work with 
our communities to share the revenue as 
well as the data. 

2. When you first announced your candidacy for 
this position, there was a longtime incumbent 
running for re-election. What would you have 
done differently than Donald Ashe in the past 
two years? 

The Registry is now facing new chal¬ 
lenges from conflict with laws in other 
states and increasing dependence on 
new cloud infrastructures. The register of 


deeds needs to be knowledgeable on the 
cutting-edge issues in real estate law. I will 
work diligently with the legal and real es¬ 
tate communities to find solutions to the 
problems we are facing. 

As a county-wide elected 
office, I believe the Registry 
should be reaching out to our 
communities and sharing data 
that would more accurately set 
the property taxes. Also, reve¬ 
nues should return to our towns 
and cities relieving the depen¬ 
dence on property taxes. 

The Registry has a great 
website, but I would like to see it expand 
its mission to be an educational resource 
for the community. Information should be 
available on how be a first-time homebuy- 
er, as well as how to protect your property 
from illegal liens and fraud. 

3. What differentiates you from the other can¬ 
didate in this race? Why should voters pick you 
rather than your opponent? 

The breadth and depth of my experi¬ 
ence separates me from my opponent. 

I have 22 years’ experience as a true 
working attorney. I have litigated in nu¬ 
merous courts from Holyoke Juvenile to 
federal court. I am a member of the Hamp¬ 
den County Real Estate Bar and REBA. 

I managed a multi-physician office for 
12 years.

inquiring about properties where 
they can place arrays. The actual 
operator will be chosen in a com¬ 
petitive bidding process, but Buon- 
iconti said based on informal talks 
with solar companies, town Asses¬ 
sor Sam Konieczny estimates the 
town can earn at least $150,000 a 
year, and Buoniconti would peg the 
revenue even higher, at $3.5 million 
over a 20-year lease. 

He said subjecting the bid 
process to the scrutiny and delay 
of a City Council hearing would 
“chill” bidder interest in the proj¬ 
ect — “that’s at least what private 
industry is telling my office.” 

“We wanted to strike while the 
iron is hot,” he added. 

The bid process would take 
two months, he said, and the 
developer would likely need six 
months after that to coordinate 
with Eversource before installa¬ 
tion could begin. 

Because the property is owned 
by the town, the solar array plans 


will be reviewed by the Plan¬ 
ning Board and Conservation 
Commission only. Under a city 
ordinance passed last year, solar 
arrays on private land require a 
public hearing at a City Council 
meeting, but town-owned land 
is exempt from that requirement. 

Though the project does not 
require a City Council vote, com¬ 
ments from councilors at their Oct. 
15 meeting were generally positive. 

“It’s crystal clear what this 
council wants,” Councilor George 
Bitzas said. 

Name that pond 

Once it knows how much 
money will be coming in from 
the solar array, the town will start 
soliciting ideas from Agawam 
residents of what recreational fa¬ 
cilities to build on the Tuckahoe 
property. Most of the land would 
be reserved for passive recreation 
— hiking and biking on trails — 
but Tuckahoe is also being con¬ 
sidered as a solution for some of 
the deficiencies identified in the 
Parks and Recreation Needs As¬ 


sessment earlier this year. 

Those include a need for more 
youth sports athletic fields in 
town, particularly for soccer and 
softball; more playgrounds in 
Feeding Hills; and a community 
garden. City councilors Joseph 
Mineo and Gina Letellier said a 
recreation center should also be 
considered. 

“There’s probably enough land 
for multiple uses,” Strange said. 

Buoniconti said it would be up 
to the Community Preservation 
Act Committee to solicit ideas and 
create a master plan for the park. 

Part of public engagement 
process might be a “name the 
pond” contest for the 10-acre 
former irrigation pond at the 
center of the property. The pond 
is expected to be the focal point 
for a system of passive recreation 
trails, and any athletic fields or 
buildings would be kept away 
from it. 

“It’s been called the hidden 
gem,” Buoniconti said. “We didn’t 
want to do any development near 
that pond.” 


Council President Christo¬ 
pher Johnson, who was serving 
as mayor two decades ago when 
the town purchased the Tuck¬ 
ahoe property, noted that the 
former farm is the largest single 
property owned by the town of 
Agawam, the second largest sin¬ 
gle parcel in town after Robinson 
State Park, and six times larger 
than the Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course. He applauded the idea 
of using solar revenues to “get 
another first-class park online in 
Agawam in a short timeframe.” 

Town officials also discussed 
the possibility of setting aside a 
26-acre parcel along Pine Street 
(Route 187) for industrial devel¬ 
opment, if sewer lines are extend¬ 
ed in that direction. Buoniconti 
also mentioned that the northern 
tier of the Tuckahoe property is 
part of the path of the proposed 
Route 57 expressway extension 
to Southwick. The proposed solar 
site is the only substantial Tucka¬ 
hoe acreage north of the planned 
right-of-way.

When Devin Donahue caught 
a small pop-up from a strip caused 
by the Chicopee Comprehensive 
High School defense, it spelled 
the end of a potential comeback 
as the Agawam High School foot¬ 
ball team fell to 1-6 this season.

QUESTION 1: LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives on or before May 2,2018? 

SUMMARY 

This proposed law would limit how many patients could be assigned to each registered nurse in Massachusetts hospitals and certain other health care facilities. The maximum number of patients per 
registered nurse would vary by type of unit and level of care, as follows: 

• In units with step-down/intermediate care patients: 3 patients per nurse; 

• In units with post-anesthesia care or operating room patients: 1 patient under anesthesia per nurse; 2 patients post-anesthesia per nurse; 

• In the emergency services department: 1 critical or intensive care patient per nurse (or 2 if the nurse has assessed each patient's condition as stable); 2 urgent non-stable patients per nurse; 3 urgent 
stable patients per nurse; or 5 non-urgent stable patients per nurse; 

• In units with maternity patients: (a) active labor patients: 1 patient per nurse; (b) during birth and for up to two hours immediately postpartum: 1 mother per nurse and 1 baby per nurse; (c) when the 
condition of the mother and baby are determined to be stable: 1 mother and her baby or babies per nurse; (d) postpartum: 6 patients per nurse; (e) intermediate care or continuing care babies: 2 babies 
per nurse; (f) well-babies: 6 babies per nurse; 

• In units with pediatric, medical, surgical, telemetry, or observational/outpatient treatment patients, or any other unit: 4 patients per nurse; and 

• In units with psychiatric or rehabilitation patients: 5 patients per nurse. 

The proposed law would require a covered facility to comply with the patient assignment limits without reducing its level of nursing, service, maintenance, clerical, professional, and other staff. 

The proposed law would also require every covered facility to develop a written patient acuity tool for each unit to evaluate the condition of each patient. This tool would be used by nurses in deciding 
whether patient limits should be lower than the limits of the proposed law at any given time. 

The proposed law would not override any contract in effect on January 1,2019 that set higher patient limits. The proposed law’s limits would take effect after any such contract expired. 

The state Health Policy Commission would be required to promulgate regulations to implement the proposed law. The Commission could conduct inspections to ensure compliance with the law. Any facility 
receiving written notice from the Commission of a complaint or a violation would be required to submit a written compliance plan to the Commission. The Commission could report violations to the state Attorney 
General, who could file suit to obtain a civil penalty of up to $25,000 per violation as well as up to $25,000 for each day a violation continued after the Commission notified the covered facility of the violation. The 
Health Policy Commission would be required to establish a toll-free telephone number for complaints and a website where complaints, compliance plans, and violations would appear. 

The proposed law would prohibit discipline or retaliation against any employee for complying with the patient assignment limits of the law. The proposed law would require every covered facility to 
post within each unit, patient room, and waiting area a notice explaining the patient limits and how to report violations. Each day of a facility's non-compliance with the posting requirement would be 
punishable by a civil penalty between $250 and $2,500. 

The proposed law’s requirements would be suspended during a state or nationally declared public health emergency. 

The proposed law states that, if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts would stay in effect. The proposed law would take effect on January 1,2019. 

AYE8 VOTE would limit the number of patients that could be assigned to one registered nurse in hospitals and certain other health care facilities. 

A NO VOTE would make no change in current laws relative to patient-to-nurse limits. 

QUESTION 2: LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 

Do you approve of a law summarized below, on which no vote was taken by the Senate or the House of Representatives on or before May 2,2018? 

SUMMARY 


This proposed law would create a citizens commission to consider and recommend potential amendments to the United States Constitution to establish that corporations do not have the same 
Constitutional rights as human beings and that campaign contributions and expenditures may be regulated. 

Any resident of Massachusetts who is a United States citizen would be able to apply for appointment to the 15-member commission, and members would serve without compensation. The Governor, 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, the state Attorney General, the Speaker of the state House of Representatives, and the President of the state Senate would each appoint three members of the 
commission and, in making these appointments, would seek to ensure that the commission reflects a range of geographic, political, and demographic backgrounds. 

The commission would be required to research and take testimony, and then issue a report regarding (1) the impact of political spending in Massachusetts; (2) any limitations on the state's ability to 
regulate corporations and other entities in light of Supreme Court decisions that allow corporations to assert certain constitutional rights; (3) recommendations for constitutional amendments; (4) an 
analysis of constitutional amendments introduced to Congress; and (5) recommendations for advancing proposed amendments to the United States Constitution. 

The commission would be subject to the state Open Meeting Law and Public Records Law. The commission’s first report would be due December 31,2019, and the Secretary of the Commonwealth would 
be required to deliver the commission’s report to the state Legislature, the United States Congress, and the President of the United States. 

The proposed law states that, if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts would stay in effect. The proposed law would take effect on January 1,2019. 


A YES VOTE would create a citizens commission to advance an amendment to the United States Constitution to limit the influence of money in elections and establish that corporations do not have the 
same rights as human beings. 


A NO VOTE would not create this commission. 


QUESTION 3: REFERENDUM ON AN EXISTING LAW 


Do you approve of a law summarized below, which was approved by the House of Representatives and the Senate on July 7,2016? 

SUMMARY 


This law adds gender identity to the list of prohibited grounds for discrimination in places of public accommodation, resort, or amusement. Such grounds also include race, color, religious creed, national 
origin, sex, disability, and ancestry. A “place of public accommodation, resort or amusement” is defined in existing law as any place that is open to and accepts or solicits the patronage of the general 
public, such as hotels, stores, restaurants, theaters, sports facilities, and hospitals. “Gender identity” is defined as a person’s sincerely held gender-related identity, appearance, or behavior, whether or not 
it is different from that traditionally associated with the person’s physiology or assigned sex at birth. 

This law prohibits discrimination based on gender identity in a person’s admission to or treatment in any place of public accommodation. The law requires any such place that has separate areas 
for males and females (such as restrooms) to allow access to and full use of those areas consistent with a person’s gender identity. The law also prohibits the owner or manager of a place of public 
accommodation from using advertising or signage that discriminates on the basis of gender identity. 

This law directs the state Commission Against Discrimination to adopt rules or policies and make recommendations to carry out this law. The law also directs the state Attorney General to issue 
regulations or guidance on referring for legal action any person who asserts gender identity for an improper purpose. 

The provisions of this law governing access to places of public accommodation are effective as of October 1,2016. The remaining provisions are effective as of July 8,2016. 

AYE3 VOTE would keep in place the current law, which prohibits discrimination on the basis of gender identity in places of public accommodation. 

A NO VOTE would repeal this provision of the public accommodation law.
